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Columbian Wins Deba^te 

The first of the series of debates between I 
the Columbian and Needham Societies was ^ 
held last Friday evening in University Hall. ^ 
The quealtion debated was Resolved, That ' 
labor unions should incorporate as a condi>* ’ 
tion precedent to demanding recognition by ' 
employes. Mr, Jesse W. Barrett, riesident ' 
of the Columbian Society, presided. The ' 
judges, who were Hon. W. W. Brown, Audi- 
tor for the Navy Department, and Professors 
Walter C. Clephane and Earnest G. Lorenzen, 
of the Universitv, rendered a unanimous de- 
cision in favor of the Columbian Society, 
awarding first honors to Mr. Leonie Bone of 
the Needham Society, and second honors to 
Carlos A, Badger of the Columbian Society. 

The gentlemlen who participated in the debate 
were: For the Columbian Society, which sup- 
ported the affirmative, Messrs. Julius A. Tel- 
lier, Vermont; Carlos A. Badger, Utah, and 
Allen G. Flowers, South Carolina. For the 
Needham Society, Messrs. James H. Price, 
South Carolina; Adam M. Beeler, Indiana, 
and Leonie Bone, Illinois. A summary of the 
armiments presented by each of the speakers 
follows ; 

Mr. Tellier, the first speaker of the affirma- 
tive, after interpreting the question outlined 
the argument of the affirmative into the fol- 
lowing divisions : First, that incorporation of 
labor unions is expedient from the standpoint 
of the employer ; secondly, from . the stand- 
point of the labor union itself, and thirdly, 
from the standpoint of the public at large. 

' He maintained under the first division, that 
incorporation would tend toward the climi-- 
nation of industrial wars. Many disputes be- 
tween capital and labor are due to the un- 
equal standing in the eyes of the law of the 
two contracting parties — capital being re- 
sponsible while labor is not. As possesing 
a legal status the lawi knows but three parties 
-and individual, a partnership, and a corpora- 
tion. A voluntary association of men can- 
not be sued in its association name, and there- 
fore if redress is to be had, all the members 
of the association must be made parties. As 
labor demands that capital contract with it in 
associated bodies, the employer has a right 
to demand mutual responsibility. At present 
labor unions are not responsible, and if they 
become inconjorated they will have a legal 
standing and thus become respons^ible. 


Mr; Price opened for the negative, and 
proceeded to. outline the burden of proof, to 
the effect that the affirmative must shoyy that / 
no matter how well organized and conserva- 
tive a labor organization n^ay be, it should 
net be recognized by the employer until it 
has become incorporated; that under this dis- 
tinction a bad union wnicli had incorporated 
might receive the ear bf capital while a good 
unincorporatech union would be refused recc^- 
nition : then, too, under the wording of this 
question even after the union has become in- 
corporated, it is not incumbent for the emh 
ployer to recognize it. Mr. Pfice then pro- 
ceeded to outline the ^argument for the nega- 
tive. First, that no remedy in the form of 


incorporation is needed as labor unions are 
now responsible in the eyes of the law; 
second, that indorporation would not make 
the unions mere responsible or remedy the 
evils which now exist ; and third, the mcor- / 
noration of the unions would work a 
tive detriment to all parties concerned. He 
challeiwed. in presenting his argument under . 
the first head, the affirmative to show we 
case where a labor union could not be reached - 
l)v . the. courts. 

Mr Badger was the second speaker on the 
affirmative,, and after rebutting some of the 
arguments of Mr, Price, proceeded to es- 
tablish his position that from the standpoint 
of the union itself.,, it would be expedient for 
it to incornorate.
